We hope every farmer and every mechanic
who owns ug much #s six square feet of land,
will hnve at least one grape vine growing on
il—-a native vine, we mean, not a foreign ohe
for mere &how, but one that will bear frun
whieh will ripen without artificial aul.

[t is surprisiog that so fow ofonr young men
tnke any interest in sctling grape vines about
the lionze, It ig not beecause they relish not
the fruit, for you will see them traversing the
mendowsand woads to filch what does not be-
lnng to them § and to maka eure of their proy
they will pluck it before it ia fit to eat.  llow
much lesa Inbor would it be to take home a
ront or a ewlling and place it where the grapes
might hang on tll they were fully ripe.

We have many fine native grapes in onr
meadows and by the wondside which are at
least equal to the imported Kinds,  In addition
to the common purple grape, many eorts of
which ara rich and excellent, when they are
permitted to ripen on the vines, we have several
kinds of reddish grapes that have not the foxy
taste which some dislike in the purple kinds,
Then we have a variety of wild white grapes.

In our own garden we have two kinds of
white, or rather eream-colored grapes, from
vines that we procured from onr own fields,
These ripen in the lust of Aogust, a month
sooner than the lsabella grape.  And these, to.
gether with the [sabella and the common pur-
ple grapo, give us an ibundanca of grape fruit
during five or six weeks of every season.

The grape 18 cultivated with less luber than
any other kind of fruit, and 1tis a constant
bearer, Itis less subject to depredation of
worms and insects than most kinds of fruit, and
there is less trouble i having it in one's own
garden thun 1o going & mile to borrow a sup-
ply from a neighbor's meadow.
